From the grocery the thieves went 
to the Clark mill one block west.

window in the office 
was 
smashed. 
The thieves did not obtain anything, 
but a few pennies found in a drawer. 
The firm never leaves any money in 
the safe and for the convience of 
robbers a sign is left over the safe 
telling them how to throw the com­ 
bination.

o u s with the announcement that the 
Afnerican troops and marines are to 
be wtihdrown from Vera Cruz there 
came unofficial information that the 
leaders of the two factions are try­ 
ing to reach an agreement on future 
rulers and policy and had proclaimed 
a short truce. 
Influences of the strongest 
kind 
are being brought to bear on General 
Carranza to step down and out in 
favor of the newly designated pro­ 
visional president, General Guetier- 
rez. 
Positive that the Mexican people 
can work out their own destiny the 
administration was today rushing its 
preparations to eliminate all traces 
of American domination. In ->pite of 
the wild rumors of impending an­ 
archy tlie responsible heads of the 
United States believe that the entir-* 
Mexican situation is materially im­ 
proved. 
It is considered certain that 
some sort of compromise agreement 
will yet he reached by the opposing 
leaders in the troublesome nation t > 
the south.

industry will become

highly centralized a> the beef indus­ 
try in a few distant packing centers” 
the department warns, “In this event 
just a> the farmer with a few beet 
cattle to dispose of has to seek 
a 
market several hundred miles away 
or deal through 
local 
commission 
men or 
agents who 
will 
buy live 
cattle, chicken raisers, unless local 
poultry dressing and 
refrigerating 
establishments are maintained will 
have to dispose of their product for 
live shipment to Chicago and other 
centers.”

THE “HEADLESS” BALLOT 


Another One of the Political Features of the Much 
and Over-Reformed State of Colorado. 


By J. Feudner 


The “ headless” ballot was used in 


the Colorado election this ye ar for 


the first time and it required con­ 


siderable explaining 
to make 
the 


voters fam iliar with the manner of 


m arking this ballot. 
Being headless, 


it precluded the voting o f a straight 


ticket by m aking one m ark under an 


emblem, but a c ro ss had to be made 


fo r every individual candidate. 


In D enver county, where the elec­ 


tors voted fo r four state senators, 


twelve state representatives, besides 


the regular list of state officers, and 


in addition to this sixteen consti­ 


tutional amendments and 
initiated 


and referred laws, it required fo rty - 


five crosses to be made to vote the 


ticket. 
This being the ease, it took 


each voter 
considerable 
time 
to 


m ark the ballot. 


The 
h e a d le s s ballot o f Colorado 


starts with the candidate fo r U. S. 


Senate, then those fo r congress, jus­ 


tices of the supreme court, governor, 


etc., each set of candidates in a l­ 


phabetical order, regardless o f the 


p a rty to which they belong. 
Three 


columns are provided on the ballot— 


the first fo r the name of the candi­ 


date. the second column 
for 
the 


name of the p a rty and the third co l­ 


umn is blank fo r the m arking o f a

W hen a voter enters he is handed 


the ballot folded up.

A fte r entering the booth, tin* 


voter unfolds the ballot, m arks it as 


he wishes, and he must then fold it 


up again as it w as when given him. 


A rule is then laid on the top inch 


strip with one o f the numbers and 


this is torn off fo r future reference 


in case it is necessary. 
This num­ 


ber o f the ballot is then w ritten on 


the hack of the black square, a little 


paste is applied and one corner o f 


the ballot is folded and pasted over 


in such a m anner that one-half of 


the black square shows on the out­ 


side. 


The headless ballot, 
I presume, 


w as designed to exclude 
illiterate 


persons from voting, fo r liovv could

vote for without being able to read? 


On the question of the right o f illit­ 


erate persons to vote, and as to the 


assistance judges and clerks might 


give such citizens, the d istrict a t­ 


torney ruled as follow s: 


“ Illite ra cy does not disqualilV a

lftw to give any assistance to a voter 


sim ply because he cannot 
read the 


names on the ballot.

Yale Bulldog invaded the Tigers lair 
today for the annual gridiron battle. 
It was the first time Yale has ap­ 
peared in the huge 
new 
football 
stadium that was formally 
opened 
this fall with the Princeton victory 
over Darthmouth. 
Between 10,000 and 12,000 Blue 
and| Orange and Black rooters were 
in the stands an hour or more before 
game time. It was expected the full 
quota of 30,000 or more would be 
in their seats when the referee blew 
the whistle that starts the thirty- 
ninth annual football game between 
the two great Eastern Universities 
in that many years. 
The stands were a riot of color. 
In the central seats allotted respec­ 
tively to Yale and Princeton 
were 
hands which viewed with the rooters 
and singers to keep the old grads 
and other spectators interested un­ 
til the teams lined up. 
In the thirty-eight years that Yale 
and Princeton have never once fail­ 
ed to meet on the gridiron, Yale has 
won twenty-seven, and 
Princeton 
nine games. 
There have been two 
scoreless ties—in 1881 and in 1906.1 
In 1912 the teams quit even after, 
one of the greatest struggles in the 
history of football between them, the 
score being 6-6. 
Last year Tiger 
and Bulldog again quit even up with 
the score 3 to 3. 
Since 1903 Princeton 
has

only one game— that in 1911 when 
all that saved Yale from a shutout 
was a gojvl from field which made 
the final tallv Princeton 6.

first of this 
month. 
This 
would 
mean that the British and German 
squadrons were equal at least in 
numbers. 
There is a possibility, 
however, 
that the Germans may have 
out­ 
numbered the British by one warship 
as the Bremen is reported from Bri­ 
tish sources to have been engaged. 
The other German vessels were the 
Scharnhorg, Oneisenau and 
Nürn­ 
berg. 
Opposed to them were 
the 
British warships Goodhope, 
Mon­ 
mouth and Glasgow. 
The Goodhope 
and Monmouth were sent 
to 
the 
bottom. 
The appearance 
of the 
German 
cruisers in the harbor here tends to 
confirm the statements of theitf offi­ 
cers, as they bear no marks of battle 
Both of course are stripped for ac­ 
tion, but there are no indications 
of either having been recently under 
fire. 
The Dresden and Leipzig will 
sail from Valparaiso today. 
W ait­ 
ing outside the harbor for them are 
three more German cruisers and two 
transport supply ships. 
The 
fact 
that only five warships are account­ 
ed for in the arrival of the German 
squadron here increases the mystery 
as to the cruiser Bremen. 
The ves­ 
sels off the port are believed to b§ 
the 
Scharnhorst, 
Oneisenau 
and 
Nürnberg. 
The officers of the Leipzig and 
Dresden were anxious to learn the 
whereabouts of the British warships 
still in the Paeifie. 
They said they

ation from steamers along the coast 
Thev obtained no information here, 
so far as is known. 
As there are no 
clandestine wireless stations along 
the Chilean coast thev will probably 
leave here today entirely in the dark 
as to the whereabouts of the enemy.

(By Mail to New 
Y«>rk.)— Policing a war is .just 
as 
important as policing a city, yet the 
m an-in-the-street probably 
doesn’t 
know any such thing exists. 
In fact 
“ war policemen” are more important 
than city policemen since not fre ­ 
quently the fate of a nation depends 
upon efficient work by this body of 
men 
While Rhcims was being bombard­ 
ed by the Germans spent two 
full 
days in the quarters of Colonel Joly 
who was then in charge of the work 
of policing the front in that immedi­ 
ate territory. 
Six spies were shot— 
two being women— while 1 was in the 
vicinity and dozens of suspects were 
brought in. 
Spies arc the big game 
“ war policemen” must be 
on 
the 
lookout for. 
The war on the French side is 
policed and kept “orderly," as ta r 
as possible by the gendarmery. The 
gendarmes are professional soldiers 
corresponding to cycle or mounted 
policemen in the Fnited S t a t e s who 
police country districts and who, in 
certain parts of the country, 
arc 
called 
“country policemen." 
In 
France he polices the country and 
cities as well (Paris excepted) in 
time of peace, while during the war 
he polices the country immediately 
back of the tiring line. 
While the French were retreating 
before the Germans, the war police­ 
men had little to do, comparatively 
speaking, but while 
advancing as 
was thef case from P a n s t > the re - 
ion between Oompiegne, 
Soissons 
and Rheims. the gendarmes 
had 
heir hands full. 
Here is why: 
While the Germans 
were

back they left many 
soldiers 
in 
French 
territory. 
Some of

ordinary deserters. 
Sonoe were in citizens clothe-, spoke
